municipality from taking private property without just remunera-

FUTILE WAR. 
Since our republic was founded, 


‘lim our three foreign wars, all of 


which we began, we have lost less 
than 15,000 men by foreign bullets, 
but every year we lost 600,000 citi- 
zens from preventable causes in abel 
Gountry alone. We are the moct 
reckless of life of all great nations. 
Our only real dangers are within, 
and therefore our chief expendjture 
for defense should be against these. 
War does not promote virility. It 
kills the most fit and leaves the weak- 
er,to breed an enfeebled posterity. 

Two dollars out of three in the 
federal treasury go to pay for past 
wars and preparations for future 
war, leaying only one-third for all 
constructive purposes. Owing to the 
increasing interdependence of na- 
tions, a victorious nation is now 
bound to lose by war more than it 
can gain. War is now futile. The 
nations are racing toward revolution 
and bankruptcy, mortgaging the dis- 
tant future for rival armaments, al- 
though adequate substitutes for war 
now exist. 

World organization must precede 
international peace This is impos- 
sible until self-government replaces 
despotism. Now some degree of rep- 
resentative government exists almost 
everyWhere, and with steam, elec- 
tricity, modern commerce, and wide- 
spread investments ,is creating or- 
ganic interdependence of nations. 
In over 300 international settlements 
by arbitration or commission, no con- 
testant has repudiated the decision 
and resorted to war. 


No war was ever more than half} 


just. If one side was right, the 
other was wrong, and often both 
were wholly or partly wrong. No war 
could be “holy” or “righteous” any 
more than an apple rotten on one side 
could be ‘‘good.’’ Victory has noth- 
ing to do with justice. It is untrue 
that “conquer we must when our 
cause it is just.”” War is to be con- 
demned because its makers do not 
aim to secure impartial justice, but

A sharp call and the work began. 


A superbly proportioned woman with 
consummate grace swung a  100- 
pound salt bag to her head.

Most of the letters have 
not been published and are unknown 
to Nelson’s bfographers. 

On. the death of Lady Nelson, the 
collection passed to here cousin, Mrs. 
Franklyn, one of whose decendants, 
A. J. Webbe, has sent them to Chris- 
tie’s 

The letters abound with reference 
to Lady Hamilton, especially after 
the Battle of Aboukir, when “Emma” 
had him really in thrall, and it was 
his letter describing Lady Hamilton’s 
preparations for celebrating his birth- 
day on his arrival at Naples that was 
the beginnig of the énd. 

At.the close of 1800 Lady Nelson 
left hér husband, saying: “I am sick 
of hearing of ‘Dear Lady Hamilton,’ 
and am resolved htat you shall either 
give up me or her.” 

The collection also contains three 
letters from Lady Nelson, showing 
that she attempted a reconciliation. 
The ,last letter was sent to her with 
thé envelupe briefly marked: “‘Open- 
ed in mistake by Lord N., but not

IDLERS OF PRUSSIA 


MADE STATE SLAV¥S8. 


Prussia’s system of State slavery 
for idlers has brought here into con- 
flict with Bavaria. Prussia compels 
heer idlers to work, but mild Bavaria 
does not, says the New York Press. 

If a Prussian citizen refuses to earn 
his living or spends his earnings on 
drink and neglects his family, he may 
be turned into a State-owned slave 
quite as in anciemt Athens. He may 
be seized by the local police, and, 
without any trial, sent to a campul- 
sory labor home, where he must slave 
for years for the benefit of the State. 
This is under a lawa which passed 
only two years ago. 

This violates Prussia’s constitution 


burg. All these countries have Con- 
stitutions which proclaim that no 
man may be imprisoned without trial, 
but they all have ‘laws which enact 
the contrary, and there is no Supreme 
Court to condemn the laws as uncon- 
stitutional. : 

The laws proclaim the idlers may 
be turned into State compulsory 
‘workers without any trial on the 
mere command of the police or some 
other local authority. Though this 
is pure slavery, no effective protest 
is raised, and the system would be 
established tomorrow as law for 
the whole Empire were it not for cer- 
tain technical obstacles which arise 
from the confusion of the adminis- 
trative systems in the different States. 

Maintain Labor Homes. 

Prussia, Saxony and the other 

States maintain numerous labor 


homes or colonies which, in effect, are | 


nothing but slave plantations. These 
are mostly situated in remote dis- 
tricts, often on barren land which 
demands reclamation. The men 
work under guard in the open coun- 
try, but the houses in which’ they 
sleep are surrounded by high fences 
and are guarded by police. 

The idlers wear no prison uniforms 
but that does not make escape easy. 
The police demand identification pa- 
pers from all unknown men, and in 
case of doubt they hold suspects with- 
out fearing the consequences. Under 
this system about 40,000 idlers who 
haye never been tried. for any of- 
fense are held undvur ‘administrative 
decree in the different labor homes of 
seven different states. 

Prussia’s excuse for such severe 
laws is that she is more plagued with 
idlers, tramps and vagabonds than 
other countries. This is true, though 
foreigners do not suspect it. ~ 

Dr. Hans Ostweld, of Berlin, an ex- 
pert on this problem, estimates that 
Prussia has,100,000 tramps and the 
Minister of the Interior says that 
since 1902 the number of families 
deserted by husbands and fnehers has 
increased 34 per cent. 

For this reason Prussian legisla- 
tors decided that it was necessary to 
lock up habitual idlers and compel 
them to work. The trouble was to 
find a satisfactory definition of an 
habitual idler. Therefore, when Prus- 
sia set about drafting her law she 
turned to the smaller States, which 
already had a State slavery system® 

It was resolved that only men who 


are bodily and mentally fit for work 
should be classed as idlers, but that 
in this category come men who by 
drink and other excesses palpably 
unfit themselves for work. The idle- 
ness mus< be of a kind which burdens 
the public. The definition of an ha- 
bitual idler is a man who refuses 
tc support himself, his wife, ehildren 
and other dependents. 
Must Test Each Case. 

The law lays down,that the urban 
or rural “aussehusse,”’ or committees, 
test each case. The poor law autbor-

So when last Christmas 
two Prussian idle-slaves escaped 
from a labor home at Fulda, across 
the Prussian-Bavarian frontier, the 
the Bavarian Government refused to 
extradite them.

Washington, July. 2.—Treasury 
figures completed last night showed 
that the federal government went 
through its first fiscal year of the 
Wilson administration with its in- 
come exceeding ordinary expenses by 
$33,784,452.07. Nearly $33;500,000, 
pouring into the treasury Tuesday, 
the last day, brought-the total re- 
ceipts for the year up to $734,343,- 
700.20, $1,500,000 above Secretary 
McAdoo’s original estimate, and 
turned into a surplus what had prom- 
ised the day before to be a substan- 
tial deficit. 

Corporation and income tax pay- 
ments furnished the stream of gold 
at the finish. From this source came 
$26,161,782 between the opening and 
closing of the treasury Tuesday and 
last night.
